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Aid to Egypt Pledged by Nixon 


CAIRO. Egypt (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon wound up his trium­ 
phal visit to Egypt today with 
an announcem ent that the 
United States would provide 
large-scale aid to Egypt for ag­ 
ricultural and industrial devel­ 
opment. including nuclear pow­ 
er. 
After an overnight stay in Al­ 
exandria. a visit to the P y ra­ 
mids and a final conference. 
Nixon and President Anwar Sa­ 
dat of Egypt appeared together 


at a ceremony in Cairo to an­ 
nounce a joint statement of 
principles. It included agree­ 
ments worked out earlier by 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger and Sadat. 
No figures were given on 
what the aid would cost. 
Nixon was leaving at midaft­ 
ernoon for Saudi Arabia, the 
second stop on his five-nation 
tour of the Middle East. 
The joint statement said the 
American and Egyptian gover-

ments will negotiate an agree­ 
ment to enable Egypt to gener­ 
ate nuclear power by the early 
1980s “Upon conclusion of such 
an ag re e m e n t, the United 
States is prepared to sell nucle­ 
ar reactors and fuel to Egypt,” 
the statement said. 
In the meantime, the United 


States and Egypt will conclude 
“a provisional agreement for 
the sale of nuclear fuel to 
Egypt,” it added. 
The joint agreement did not 
specifically prohibit E gypt 
from using American nuclear 
aid for weapons. But the United 
States is bound by the Nuclear 


Non-Proliferation Treaty to in­ 
sure that any nuclear assist­ 
ance it provides does not end up 
in 
w eapons, 
and 
the a n ­ 
nouncement today said the sale 
of nuclear material to Egypt 
would 
be 
“ under 
agreed 
safeguards.” 
This American aid would en­ 


able Egypt to close some of the 
nuclear gap between it and Is­ 
rael, which has two nuclear re­ 
actors and numerous first-rate 
scientists. Israel’s leaders have 
said repeatedly they have no 
intention of producing nuclear 
arms, but political and military 
observers in Europe and the 


United States are convinced Is­ 
rael is able to turn out such 
arms. 
Nixon pledged A m erican 
money, capital investment and 
technological aid to help with 
Egypt's reconstruction, indus­ 
trialization. 
agricultural 
im­ 
provement and scientific and 
educational advancement as 
well as “ to help strengthen the 
financial structure of Egypt.” 
The statement said Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon 


would visit Cairo soon to get 
this started. 
Nixon already has asked Con­ 
gress for $250 million in eco­ 
nomic aid for Egypt in fiscal 
1975. The statement said joint 
committees will be set up to 
work out projects and propos­ 
als. 
They will deal specifically 
with reconstruction of the Suez 
Canal, increased trade and in-

Gulf Oil Offices Hit 
Radicals Claim 
Bombing Credit 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. (AP) - 
The radical Weather Under­ 
ground has claimed responsi­ 
bility for an explosion which 
shattered offices on the 29th 
floor of the Gulf Oil Corp.’s 
skyscraper headquarters. 
No injuries were reported, 
but police said damage from 
the Thursday night blast was

Raymond F. Hiltbrand. 55. of 
1261 E Third St.. a retired Sa­ 
lem policeman, died of a heart 
ailment Thursday at 6:20 p.m. 
in Community Hospital East 
after a three-year illness. 
Born July 23, 1918. in Salem, 
he was the son of Frank and 
Emma Harding Hiltbrand He 
was a World War II veteran, 
having served in the Navy in 
the Pacific, was a member of 
the First United Presbyterian 
Church and the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars 
He was w ith the Salem police 
force for 22 years, retiring as a 
lieutenant in 1969 He* was a 
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extensive. A ssistant Police 
Supt. Robert Coll said the cause 
of 
the 
explosion 
was 
“ap ­ 
parently dynamite.” 
The blast tore'a hole two feet 
in diameter in the floor, shat­ 
tered windows and left a jumble 
of furniture and lamps in the 
offices of Gulf Asian Corp., a 
Gulf subsidiary. There was no 
fire. 
A switchboard operator at the 
building received a telephone 
warning from someone claim­ 
ing to represent the Weather 
Underground about 20 minutes 
before the explosion. Police and 
firem en w ere beginning to 
search the 38-story building 
when the bomb went off. Seven 
were trapped in an elevator for 
about 40 minutes. 
One of the trapped men, Fire 
Capt. Jam es Flavin, later said 
the explosion “blew off every 
elevator door” on the 29th floor. 
The bom b a p p a re n tly w as 
planted across the hall from the 
elevator bank, authorities said. 
Minutes before the explosion 
at 9:43 p.m. EDT, The Associ­ 
ated Press received a telephone 
call from a woman who claimed 
to be a member of the Weather 
Underground. 
She 
said 
the 
group had planted a bomb in 
the building in retaliation for 
Gulf’s racial policies in Portu­ 
gal’s African colony of Angola. 
The city’s two daily news­ 
papers received calls of a sim ­ 
ilar nature, as did WCBS-TV in 
New York, although that call 
came well after the explosion. 
There 
was 
no 
immediate 
damage estimate. 
It was the second time in two 
weeks that the Weather Under­ 
ground claimed responsibility 
for a bombing. On May 31, a 
bomb the group claimed to 
have planted damaged the Cali­ 
fornia attorney general s office 
in Los Angeles. That bombing 
was described as an expression 
of sympathy 
for 
the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army, the 
organization which kidnaped 
Patricia 
Hearst. Six 
of 
its 
members had just died in a 
shootout with Los Angeles po­ 
lice. 
In both bombings, members 
of the news media were di­ 
rected to telephone booths 
where they found letters signed 
“Weather Underground”

WASHINGTON <AP) - US. 
District Judge Gerhard A.Ge- 
sell today ordered form er 
Wrhite House aide John D. Eh­ 
rlichman to stand trial along 
with other defendants in the 
Plumbers case. The judge set a 
new trial date of June 26. 
After nearly three weeks of 
struggle with the White House 
over the issue of executive 
privilege, Gesell said President 
Nixon has allowed sufficient 
access to White House files for 
Ehrlichman’s trial to go for­ 
ward. 
Gesell said he had wanted to 
make sure Ehrlichman would 
have access to specific files left 
behind in the White House 
which might aid his case. 
“That lias taken place.” Ge­ 
sell said. 
Ehrlichman and three other 
defendants originally were 
scheduled to go on trial next 
Monday in connection with the 
1971 break-in at the office of Dr. 
Lewis Fielding, a Beverly Hills, 
Calif., psychiatrist who treated 
Pentagon Papers figure Daniel 
Ellsberg. 
But earlier this week, Gesell 


said he would sever Ehrlich­ 
m an’s case from that of the 
other three detendants because 
of an apparent impasse over 
Ehrlichman’s attempt to gain 
access to his White House files, 
(iesell said at that time that 
Ehrlichman would be tried lat­ 
er. 
The break in the legal logjam 


came Wednesday, when Presi­ 
dent Nixon waived executive 
privilege for some documents 
then in the judge’s hands.

Meet Saturday In Ecuador 
Oil Nations Aim for Common Policy 


Decisions that could change 
the price of American gasoline 
and affect the growth of devel­ 
oping countries w ill be weighed 
this weekend by a group of na­ 
tions that control 80 per cent of 
world oil exports. 
Meeting in Quito. Ecuador, 
beginning Saturday, the Organ­ 
ization ot Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) will attempt 
to decide on common policy and 
sot their prices for crude oil for 
the next three months. 
The meeting could bring to a 
head policy differences bet­ 
ween Saudi A rabia, which 
favors lowering prices, and 
other OPEC’ natrons w hich back 
some form o f price increase. 
This difference has been 
sharpened in recent months by 
a burgeoning world oil surplus 
that has weakened prices while 
Boardman Twp.

world inflation continues large­ 
ly unchecked. 
The OPEC nations posted a 
four-fold increase in crude oil 
prices last year and have f rozen 
these prices since. 
Posted prices are used to lig- 
ure the taxes and royalties the 
producing countries get from 
international oil com panies. 
They vary with the quality of 
the oil but a common ben­ 
chmark is the price of Arabian 
light crude 
It is posted at $11.65 per 42- 
gallon barrel, which means the 
company 
pays about 
$7 
in 
taxes. The companies 
have 
been getting about $9 on the 
open market. 
The OPEC ministers could 
increase posted prices, as some 
tried do in March They could 
leave them unchanged. Or they 


could adopt the Saudi position 
and lower them. 
One other option is to leave 
the posted price unchanged buf 
increase Hie

hearings on the charges later 
today.

Those arrested today could 
be sentenced to 90 days in jail. 
In his Thursday session, 
St^ir, flanked by sheriff’s depu­ 
ties. used a bulihorn to declare 
court in session for about 100 
protesters.

-When they failed to move he 
told more than 50 police on 
hand, “Arrest them for con­ 
tempt of court.”

Dismissed from the Kirov 
company w hen he said he want­ 
ed to go to Israel in March 1972, 
Panov said he plans to practice 
for an extensive tour in the 
West. He said he also has in 
mind the choreography for two 
new ballets he wants to stage. 
His wif6 Galina appeared 
more troubled than Panov, and

us hospital, 
she said. She was three months 
pregnant. It would have been 
the couple’s lirst child. 
While Mrs. Panov could not 
hold back tears when they part 
ed from friends at the airport 
terminal. Panov was a picture 
of happiness and satisfaction. 
He said he had no apprehension 
about adapting to life in the 
West. “The only difficulties I 
should have will depend on me 
and not on the KGB.” he said. 
The KGB is the Soviet secret 
police. 
After his dismissal from the 
Kirov and the demotion of his 
ballerina wife.

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U.S.-Soviet Missile Race Far From Over 


Emigration, a Summit Topic 


Kremlin watchers are undecided on what to 
make of the Soviet Union’s decision to let a Kirov 
ballet husband and wife team emigrate to Israel 
Valery Panov and his wife have been at­ 
tempting to leave the Soviet Union for 26 months. 
What caused the Soviet authorities to change 
their minds is a mystery. The decision is out of 
character with their long-espoused position they 
would tolerate no outside interference in internal 
Iffairs. 
INTEREST IN the case has been widespread 
th the West The ballet company had to cancel a 
tour in the United States because American 
theatrical unions refused to work during the 
Russian performances. Intellectuals around the 
World have protested. Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson of England sent a personal appeal to 
Soviet authorities asking that the Panovs he 
allowed to emigrate. 
* One theory is that the move signals a change in 
tactics by the Soviet Union. To offset criticism of 
a reversal of the policy of permitting large 
numbers of JeWs to emigrate annually, some 
dbservers feel the Kremlin will grant visas to a 
few of the more prominent individuals who 


t Jome evidence exists to support this line of 
thought. Nearly 35,000 Jews left the Soviet Union 
to 1973. making a total of 80,000 who were allowed 
to leave in three years of steadily increasing 
emigration. 
The 
exodus 
was 
of 
historic 
proportions. 


But in January of this year the number of exit 
visas dipped nearly 20 per cent. An estimated 
2,000 have been permitted to leave each of the 
first four months of the year. The figure dropped 
an estimated 30 per cent in May and so far this 
month has remained unchanged. 
On top of the decline land with the Nixon 
summit coming up in the near future), the Panov 
decision was made.

the subject certainly will be on the summit 
agenda. 


MAYBE AT that time it will become clear 
what the Soviet Union has in mind. It would 
appear the Kremlin is tightening the emigration 
screws again while using the Panov case to quiet 
opposition. If so, that won't satisfy congressional 
critics. 
On the other hand, if the Soviets are as eager 
for a trade deal with the United States as has 
been reported, they just may be setting the stage 
tor an announcement that will break the logjam. 
We would like to see the Soviet Union adopt a 
freer emigration policy on its own in the interest 
of freedom. This also would remove the sticky 
diplomatic 
problem 
of some 
members 
of 
Congress interfering in the internal affairs of 
another country—something they would not 
tolerate from other nations. 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - De­ 
spite public assurances by the 
Defense. Department that cur­ 
rent U.S. intercontinental m is­ 
siles are technically superior to 
those of the Soviet Union, no 
such sure knowledge is really 
available here.

More Accurate Reports Needed 


"Lack of credibility is a deficiency currently 
attributed to but in no way restricted to the 
government of the United States. It is found in 
many places, including the United Nations. 
A recent example o f this is seen in the com­ 
plaints and protests which resulted from publi- 
eation by the United Nations of an expert report 
pealing with the military presence of the major 
powers in the Indian Ocean. 
The protests came from nations representing 
w idely divergent ideologies, not just from West­ 
ern nations or Communist bloc countries. So the 
Charge of “politics" could hardly be leveled at 
the protesting nations. 
The United States, in a note to the secretary- 
general. claimed the report contained "a seri­ 
ously and factually inaccurate account" of mili- 
fiirv activities and developments in the area. 


The United Kingdom also charged the report 
was inaccurate and challenged various judg­ 
ments expressed in it. Somali, in a letter to the 
secretary-general, said statements alleging es­ 
tablishment of a foreign communications center 
or naval and air bases on its territory were to­ 
tally unfounded. 
The Soviet Union, China and the United Re­ 
public of Tanzania also complained about var­ 
ious aspects of the report. 
In recognition of the number of protests, the 
secretary-general has arranged for a review of 
the report.

ForYhe ceilings in SALT I did 
set a precedent — fixing Soviet 
missile and’ missile-sub levels 
higher than American. The 
tenor of recent talks mdicates 
Soviet determination* to per­ 
petuate that precedent. 
Current Soviet negotiators 
are tough and unbending. They 
make it clear in actions, if not 
words, that the Kremlin ex­ 
pects no meaningful new agree­ 
ment now unless the U.S. will 
stipulate cutbacks and hold- 
downs in our intercontinental 
forces which would build in a 
U.S. inferiority greater than 


that which ahy U.S. president 
could accept: 
MOSCOW 
assuredly know 
this. The only reasonable inter­ 
pretation oi 
their demands, 
therefore, is that Prem ier 
Leonid Brezhnev is satisfied 
with SALT I and inclined to let 
that arrangem ent run 
its 
course to 1977. Serious negotia­ 
tions are unlikely under present 
circumstances until 1976. . 
This attitude would not pre­ 
vent the signing of some form of 
cosmetic agreement at the end 
of 
President 
Nixon’s 
forth­ 
com ing M oscow visit, one 
which would set limits so high 
as to be meaningless on MIRVs 
m issiles with several w ar­ 
heads, each of which can be 
aimed at a different target and 
other systems which count.

testing also are possible.

Up On The Hill 


WASHINGTON - A great 
dctl of murmuration continues 
in our town on this whole 
prospect of impeachment — 
impeachment in theory, and 
impeachment in fact. For 
whatever it may be worth, my 
own impression is that the 
President’s 
fortunes 
are 
looking better on either ap­ 
proach. 


Murmuration 
is the word 
used by birdwatchers for the 
noise made by a 
flock 
of 
starlings. The noun is more 
precisely defined as an act of 
murmuring, which is to say, the 
muttering of low complaints; 
grumbling. That is largely what 
we are doing now. 


FOR 
A ” VARIETY 
of 
reasons, the movem ent to 
impeach Mr. Nixon and to oust 
him from office is losing its 
momentum. 
A 
great 
many 
members of Congress would 
like to be shed of the President, 
but their ambition is now badlv 
tangled in theory, fact, timing, 
politics, 
and 
human 
inadequacy. 
Instead 
of 
charging toward impeachment, 
the House is merely drifting 
toward 
impeachment. 
It 
is 
entirely possible that the House 
will never get 'here 
Part of tto trouble lies in 
leadership. The last time the 
House undertook to impeach a 
president, a century or so ago. a 
strong and implacable voice 
summoned the House to its 
duty. No such voice is audible 
on Capitol Hill today. Peter 
Kodino. chairman ot the House 
Judiciary Committee, is not a 
Thaddeus Stevens nor was 
meant to be. Neither is there a 


zealot in the Senate to match 
C harles Sumner. If the im­ 
peachm ent m ovement were 
going anywhere, we ought to be 
hearing 
Catonian 
cries. 
Instead, we are hearing — 
murmuration. 
ANOTHER 
DIFFICULTY 
arises from a general confusion 
on the theory of impeachment. 
The leading theory, propounded 
by all the experts, is that when 
it comes to ousting a president, 
an “impeachable offense" is 
som ething broader than a 
“criminal offense.” But that 
theory causes great uneasiness. 
The situation is different as to 
the removal of federal judges 
Under the Constitution, judges 
serve “during good behavior.” 
The 
com m on-sensical 
im ­ 
plication of that provision is 
that judges therefore may be 
removed on a finding of bad 
behavior. 
In 
every 
im ­ 
peachment proceeding of this 
century, the House has con­ 
firmed 
that view: 
It 
has 
charged 
judges 
with 
“misbehavior." 
No such amorphous charge 
constitutionally can be brought 
against a president. Here the 
House is limited to “treason, 
bribery, or other high crimes 
and misdemeanors. ’

(¡ranted, the situation could 
change overnight Mr. Nixon is 
entirely capable ot provoking 
the temper of the House or so 
insulting its dignity that his 
impeachment could be voted 
vv ith a w hoop and a holler. The 
pattern ot Watergate has been 
one explosive bombshell after 
another. But the longer the 
House murmurs and fidgets, 
while the President flies boldly 
around the world, the more 
likely it seems that Mr Nixon 
will survive this crisis after all.

Prof. Irving Kristol of New 
York University has raised two 
fascinating questions: 
Are free men doomed to 
expect a happier life than they 
can ever achieve? 
And in their disappointment, 
will they lose their freedom? 


IN AN ARTICLE 
in the 
current issue of the Alternative, 
Prof. Kristol points out that 
Western 
m an’s 
insatiable 
desire for perfect social orders 
first 
led 
him 
into 
millenarianism. The medieval 
Christian concluded that the 
world was hopeless and he 
yea red for the Second Coming 
when human institutions would 
vanish and all those worth 
saving would be reborn in 
perfection. 
When the Age of Reason 
came upon us, beginning about 
250 years ago, 
philosophers 
became more optimistic about 
life on earth. They believed that 
our brains would prove our 
salvation and that if man only 
became 
sufficiently 
rational 
the perfect state would emerge 
There followed the Age of 
Science in which discovery was 
counted on to give us 
all 
limitless 
riches, 
health and 
ease. 
But 
science 
had 
distressing 
fallouts, 
like 
overpopulation due to the 
prolongation 
of 
life, 
smokestack and water pollution 
and the chilling specter of 
cataclysmic weapons. 


SO NOW hope has turned to 
the Age of Government, based 
on the theory that laws and 
public servants can cure our 
ills. In the endless proliferation 
of government, Kristol fears 
the advance of authoritarian 
statev 
that will, of course, 
destro/ freedom. 
Stable or reactionary socities 
are 
characterized 
by 
a 
lim itation 
on 
human 
ex- 
l>ectations. Many years ago 
Stuart 
Chase 
quoted 
an 
e x a s p e r a te d 
A m e r ic a n 
salesman in Mexico who ex­ 
coriated the peons for their 
“ dam ned w an tlessn ess.’’ In 
progressive societies a steady 
escalation of wanting was 
credited with putting a spur to 
industrial and com m ercial 
vigor. 
Within limits this was true 
The man who wanted a Model T 
tended to work harder than the 
man who was content with the 
old buggy.

THIS WAS NOT unsound as 
long as it impelled people to 
save so that they might buy.

Millions began 
to view their net worth not at 
the figure at which they could 
liquidate but at the figure at the 
outer limits of their credit. 
And this produced citizens 
w ho were so deeply in hock that 
they could stand no bad news. 
Hence the demand arose for 
guaranteed prosperity, full 
e m p lo y m e n t, 
e n d le s s ly

and 
“ security" from cradle to 
grave. All this the politicians 
have been promising to deliver 
by force of government. 


BUT THE TROUBLE is that 
this brings up the hard political 
choice between the taxes 
necessary to support a pep-pill 
economy or resorting to fiat 
money which will eventually 
ruin the currency and destroy 
security. 
This may explain the peculiar 
"death wish” of liberals, that 
is, the pursuing of policies 
which would inevitably result in 
the totalitarian state, a com­ 
plete negation of all the human 
values and freedoms which the 
liberals claim to cherish. In 
such a state, philosophical 
liberals are the first to be 
strung to the lampposts. 
Still, the totalitarian state has 
one great advanrage. It can 
stop 
the 
runaway 
of 
e x ­ 
pectations. It can say ‘These 
things you shall not have" and 
still surv ive. 


TIIE TOTALITARIAN state 
is millenial. It claims that the 
Second Coming has come, that 
the perfect order is here, that 
further 
revolution 
is 
un­ 
thinkable and that the state not 
only has the right but the duty 
to squash those who would buck 
perfection 
No free government could 
survive the shortfalls in con­ 
sumer production that are 
chronic in Russia. 
But the 
Kremlin says “This is the best 
of all possible worlds" and 
continues to rule. 
“Utopianism.” says Kristol, 
“dream s passionately of a 
liberation from 
all existing 
orthodoxies — religious, social, 
political — but sooner or later it 
must wearily and gratefully 
surrender to a new orthodoxy 
which calms its passions, even 
as it compromises its dream « “

Dear Dr. Lamb 
1 naa a 
checkup six months ago, and I 
asked the doctor why I had an 
enlarged scrotum around the 
testicle on the right side' and 
wanted to know if I had a 
tumor. He said I didn’t, but the 
enlargem ent 
wouldn’t 
get 
bigger. 1 believe the fluid is 
increasing and it is about as big 
as an orange. I- am 68. Do you 
think 
that 
I 
should have 
surgery? There is no pain. I’m 
going to the doctor at present 
because of a blood conmtion; I 
am a bleeder. 
The doctor said it was called 
a hydrocele. I asked what it was 
ana what caused it, and he 
talked for 20 minutes, and I still 
don’t know. Could you please 
help me? 
Dear Reader — Each testicle 
is contained within a sac, like a 
plastic bag. Under certain 
conditions the sac connects 
with the abdominal 
cavity. 
There is normally fluid in the 
abdominal cavity. The fluid 
may then collect in the sac 
around the testicle literally 
causing a large water sac, 
which 
is 
what 
the 
term 
hydrocele really means. 
Sometimes there are reasons 
for the accumulation of the 
fluid, such as pressure iriside 
the abdomen on the normal 
mechanism that drains fluid 
out of the tissues within the 
scrotum. In any case, it’s not 
unusual for such a bag of water 
to increase in size. Sometimes 
these are drained simply by 
sticking a needle into the bag 
and draining the water out. The 
needle does not go into the 
testicle just into the swollen 
and distended sac around the 
testicle. The problem with this 
treatment is that water usually 
jomes right back 
In some cases doctors will 
attem pt to correct the problem 
surgically 
by 
removing the 
external sac around the testicle 
and sealing off the factors that 
allow the fluid to leak or ac­ 
cum ulate into that area Your 
doctor may be reluctant to 
recom m end this because you 
are a bleeder, but even so, 
th at’s still an option that could 
be 
used 
if 
the 
condition 
becomes too troublesome

Neither Congress nor Nixon 
In Rush for Impeach Decision 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Nei­ 
ther Congress nor the White 
House appears to be in any rush 
for judgm ent on the im ­ 
peachment of President Nixon, 
and each blames the other for 
delaying the process. 
So, while a congressional 
committee investigates the is­ 
sues, there is cloakroom dis­ 
cussion and speculation about 
the politics of the case and the 
timetable for action. In an elec­ 
tion year, politics and timing 
are intertwined. 
It is evident that a Senate im­ 
peachment trial, if it comes to 
that, will coincide with the fall 
congressional election cam­ 
paign. 
One White Hou§e official con­ 
tended that is what Nixon’s 
critics have wanted all along, to 
have the Watergate issue peak 
while voters are deciding 
between 
R epublican 
and 
Democratic candidates in the 
Nov. 5 elections. 
The counter-argum ent in 
Congress is that the White 
House is stalling the im ­ 
peachm ent proceedings by 
withholding evidence, and by 
pressing the House Judiciary 
Committee to summon wit­ 
nesses for public testimony. 
There is congressional specu­ 
lation that Nixon strategists 
might seek to delay any Senate 
vote until after the elections, on 
the theory that, freed of elec­ 
tion pressures, some Republi­ 
cans might more easily be won 
to the President’s defense. A 
White House official denied 
there is any such plan, saying 
the President simply wants to 
make his case and put it to a 
House vote. 
Such a vote is unlikely before 
August, and if a House majority 
then favored impeachment, the 
case would go to the Senate for 
a trial that might start shortly 
after Labor Day 
A Senate source said that on 
such a timetable, a verdict 
could be rendered during the 
current session of Congress, al­ 
though probably not before the 
elections It would take a two- 
thirds vote in the Senate to con­ 
vict and thus oust him 
If a post-election vote might 
work to the President's advan­ 
tage, a delay into 1975 likely 
would hurt his cause, since 
Democrats are expected to in­ 
crease their Senate majority. 
But at this point, politicians 
are in uncharted territory. Im­ 
peachment is not an issue they 
have encountered before 


The Judiciary Committee is 
aiming for a July 15 windup of 
its inquiry, although some 
members think it will take 
longer, and such deadlines have 
been slipping by since April 30. 
While a presidential aide ac­ 
cused Democrats of trying to 
string out the process, he also 
said White House lawyers want 
a chance to call witnesses and 
present briefs setting forth the 
Nixon defense before the pro­ 
ceedings are ended. 
Nixon asked the House panel 
to call “live witnesses who can 
place the existing evidence in 
perspective, and subiect them 


to cross-exam ination under 
oath“ in his latest refusal to 
yield subpoenaed White House 
material. That drew criticism 
from Republicans as well as 
Democrats. 
The committee’s 17 Republi­ 
cans agreed unanimously that, 
in view of Nixon’s refusal to de­ 
liver more materials, witnesses 
should be called to testify. 
While the committee has said 
Nixon’s refusal to supply more 
tapes and documents slowed its 
inquiry, the President contends 
a request from the panel 
doesn't automatically make 
something into evidence.

JERUSALEM (AP) — The 
Israelis will greet President 
Nixon next week as one of their 
best friends, but they are ap­ 
prehensive about the effect on 
them of the new Arab-Ameri- 
can rapprochement 
Henry A. Kissinger’s adroit 
diplomacy has not only dis­ 
engaged the warring Middle 
East arm ies—it has revolution­ 
ized America’s standing in the 
Arab world. 
The grass-roots fear in Israel 
is that the Jewish nation will 
have to pay for this new stand­ 
ing in the form of territorial and 
diplomatic concessions to the 
Arabs. 
"Why else does Egypt sud­ 
denly love Nixon?" one Israeli 
argued. “Because it knows that 
only Nixon can squeeze con­ 
cessions out of us.' 
A senior Israeli official, 
sounding more reserved, said 
the new friendship between the 
United States and the Arabs 
“might cause difficulties for us, 
but in the final summary it is a 
positive development. 
“I’d rather have America 
giving the Arabs military aid 
than the Soviets,” he added. 
Relations between the U.S. 
and Israeli governments have 
blossomed anew since Nixon 
took office. But now “a new 
chapter has begun," the official 
saicf, “and it is not yet clear 
where we are going.” 
Differences may arise, he 
continued, especially over 
Washington’s reported wish to 
have Israel negotiate directly 
with Palestinian leaders. The 
Israeli government refuses to 
deal with those it refers to as 
“terrorists.” 
“But we have a vital interest 
in continuing relations with the 


U.S. government," he added. 
“For us, President Nixon’s visit 
is an outstanding event.’ 
The government is readying 
a mammoth welcome for Nix­ 
on. the “first U.S. president to 
visit us in 2,000 years,” one 
cabinet official said jokingly. 
Officials are showering the 
local newspapers with glowing 
summaries of U.S.-Israeli rela­ 
tions during Nixon’s adminis­ 
tration. Bright lights are being 
strung along the route the Pres­ 
ident will take from the airport 
to Jerusalem. 
School authorities promise a 


large turnout of flag-waving 
children. Police say that de­ 
spite the massive security net 
around the President, 
“We 
have made sure the crowds will 
be able to actually see him.”

Church Takes 
Broader Stand 
On Abortion 
LAKESIDE. Ohio (AP) 
The West Ohio Conference of 
the United Methodist Church 
took a broader stand on the 
abortion 
issue 
Thursday, 
agreeing that there are other 
criteria than the mother s life 
to consider. 
The position was supported 
about 2-1 A spokesman said it 
comes closer to the General 
Conference 1972 position that 
abortion is a mailer between a 
woman and her physi< ian. 
Tile West Ohio Methodists' 
position also u rg es that abor­ 
tion be dealt w ith as a medical 
question and called upon the 
United Methodist Church to 
help 
states 
rem ove 
the 
prohibition of abortion from the 
criminal code. 
The prevailing position pre­ 
sented by the conference board 
of church and society contained 
an amendment which opposed 
indiscriminate abortion, or so 
called abortion as a con 
le n ie n c e following immoral 
conduct. 
In its final session last year, 
the West Ohio Conference went 
on record opposing abortion un­ 
der any circumstances except 
when a woman s life is endan­ 
gered by pregnancy. 
The abortion issue was the li- 
nal 
matter to come before 
Thursday's business session. 
The week-long conference is 
scheduled to end Friday morn­ 
ing. with the announcement of 
pastoral appointments. 
Bishop r . Gerald Ensley or­ 
dained Welders and 57 deacons 
in ceremonies Thursday night. 
Earlier in the day. the con­ 
ference treasurer, the Rev. 
Charles Earthing, reported that 
Methodists in the conference 
donated $36.1 million during the 
last year, a 4 per cent increase 
from the previous year. 
In addition, the conference 
contributed $216,000 to the West 
Ohio Tornado Disaster Fund for 
southwestern Ohio, the Rev. 
Mr Earthing said. 
He said the increase repre­ 
sented a per capita raise from 
$86 to $91.

Newport Police Chief Edward 
“Buz 
Gugel, who complained 
“you couldn't tell the good guys 
from the bad guys" during 
Wednesday s raid in which po­ 
lice apparently shot an under­ 
cover policeman from C lncin- 
natt will issue red arm bands to 
future raiding parties. 
“When you have undercover 
people—not in uniform—there 
should be some means to iden­ 
tify each other, 
said Mayor 
Roland Vories. 
Cincinnati Specialist Robert 
Nimmo remained in fair condi­ 
tion at a hospital. The bullet is 
lodged in his spinp and doctors 
say it may not be removed. 
If not. police said they will not 
be able to conduct a ballistics 
test to learn which policeman 
shot him in the Wednesday drug 
raid. 
Nimmo was one of several 
members of Hamilton County. 
Ohio’s Regional Enforcement 
Narcotics Unit <RENU). Five 
of them were involved in an at­ 
tempted marijuana purchase in 
Newport. 
Newport police, who had ju­ 
risdiction, agreed to support 
the planned subsequent raid 
and sent seven officers. Feder­

authorities also participated. 
Newport police opened fire in 
what Gugel called "mass con­ 
fusion" during the raid. No 
guns were found inside or on 
any of those arrested. A federal 
agent said only the police had 
guns and fired.
